Out in the fisheries there 
are set across the waters what are called 
gill nets, aml the fish put their beads 
through the meshes and then cannot with- 
draw them, because they are caught by 
the gills. But gill nets cannot be of any 
service in religious work. Men are never 
caught for the truth by their heads; it is 
by the heart or not at all. No argument 
ever saved a man and no keen analysis 
ever brought a man into the kingdom of 
God. Heart work, not head work. Away 
with your gill nets! Sympathy, helpful- 
ness, consolation, love, are the names of 
some of the threads that we need to 
weave in our gospel nets when we are 
mending them. 


A Soothing Omnipotence. 


Do you know that the world’s beart is 

bursting with trouble and if you could 
make that world believe that the religion 
of Jesus Christ is a soothing omnipo- 
tence, the whole world would surrender 
tomorrow, yea, would surrender this hour? 
The day before James A. Garfield was 
Inaugurated as president I was in the 
cars going from Richmond to Washington. 
A gentleman seated near to me in the 
cars knew me, and we were soon iu fa- 
miliar conversation. It was just after a 
bereavement, and I was speaking to him 
from an overburdened heart about the 
sorrow I was suffering. Looking at his 
cheerful face, I agid: “I guess you have 
escaped all trouble. I should judge from 
your countenance that you have come 
through free from all misfortune.” Then 
he looked at me with a look I shall never 
forget, and whispered in my ear: Sir, 
you know nothing about trouble. My wife 
has been in an insane asylum for 15 
years.” And then be turned and looked 
out of the window and into the night 
with a silence I was too overpowered to 
break. That was another illustration of 
the fact that no one escapes trouble. 
Why, that man seated next to you in 
church bas on his soul a weight compared 
with which a mountain is a feather. That 
woman seated next to you in church has 
a grief the recital of which would make 
your body, mind and soul shudder. 

When you are mending your net for 
this wide, deep sea of humanity, take out 
that wire thread of criticism and that 
horsebair thread of harshness and put in 
a soft silken thread of Christian sympa- 
thy. Yea, when you are mending your 
nets tear out those old threads of pruf- 
ness and weave in a few threads of po- 
liteness and geniality. In the house of 
God let all Christian faces beam with a 
look that means welcome. Bay “good 
morning” to the stranger os be enters 
your pew and at the close shake hands 
with him and say, “How did you like the 
music?” Why, you would be to that man 
a panel of the door of heaven; you would 
be to him a note of the doxology that 
seraphs sing when a new soul enters 
heaven. I have in other days eutered a 
pew in church, and the woman at the oth- 
er end of the pew looked at me ns much 
as to say: “How dare you? This is my 
pew, and I pay the rent for it!" Well, 1 
crouched in the other corner and made 
myself as small as possible and felt as 
though I had been stealing something, So 
there are ptople who have a sharp edge 
to their religion, and they act as though 
they thought most people had bern elect- 
ed to be damned and they were glad of it. 
Oh, let us brighten up off manner and 
appear in geutlemanliness or lady hood. 

The object in fly fishing is to throw the 
fy far out and then let it drop gently 
down and keep it gently rising and fall- 
ing with the waters and not plunge it Uke 
a man-of-war's anchor, and abruptness 
and harshness of manner must be avold- 
ed in our attempt at usefulness. I know 
a man in New York who is more sün- 
shiny and genial when he has dyspepsia 
than when he is not suffering from that 
depressing trouble. I have found ont his 
secret, When be starts out in the morn- 
ing with such depression, he asks for spe- 
cial grace to keep from snapping up any- 
body that day and puts forth additional 
determination to be kindly and genial, 
and by the help of God be accomplishes 
it. Many of our nets need to be mended 
in these respects, the black threads and 
the rough threads taken oot and the 
bright threads and the golden threads of 
Christian geniality woven in. 

In addition to this we need to mend our 
nets with more threads of patience. It is 
no rare thing for a Gsherman to spond 
one Whole May before bè can take a St. 
Lawrence pike, or an Ohlo salmon, or a 
Long Island pickerel, or a Cayuga black 
Dass, or a Delaware catfish, and be does 
that day after day without particular dis 
couragement. But what n lack of pa- 
tlence if we do not Immediately succeed 
fn soul catching! We are apt to give it 
up and say, “I will never try again.” 
Into all our nets we need to weave all 
along the edge and all through the center 
great, long, stout threads of Christian pa- 
tience. How patient God has been with 
ee! Can we not be patient with our fel- 
bows? 

Again, in mending our nets we need 
also to put in the threads of faith and 
tear out all the tangled meshes of unbe 
lief. Our work is successful aecording to 
our faith. The man who believes In only 
half a Bible or the Bible in 14 the 
man who thinks he cannot persuade oth- 
ers, the man who balts, doubting about 
this gnd doubting about that, wiil be a 
failure in Christian work. Show me the 
man who ratber thinks that the garden of 
Baden may have been an allegory. and is 
not quite certain but that there may be 
another chance after death and doen not 
know whether or not the Bible tu ine 
spired, and I tell you that man for soul 
saving is a poor stick. Faith iu (hud and 
in Jesus Christ and the Holy Ghost and 
the absolute necessity a regepevated 
Beart in order to see God in peage is one

Mending the Nets. 

Ob, this important work of mending 
our nets! If we could get our nete right, 
we would necomplish more in soul saving 
in the next year than we have in the last 
20 years. But where shall we get them 
mended? Just where old Zebedee and 
his two boys mended their net#—where 
you are. James and John had no time 
to go athore, They were not fishing for 
fun, ax you and I do in summer time. 
It was their livelihood and that of their 
families, They mended their nets where 
they were- lu the ship. Oh,“ says some 
one, “I mean to get my net mended, and 
I will gu down to the public library and 
I will see what the scientists say about 
evolution and about the ‘survival of the 
Attest, and I will read up what the the- 
ologians say about ‘advanced thought,’ 
I will leave the ship awhile, and T will go 
ashore and stay there till my net is mend- 
ed.” Do that, my brother, and you will 
have no net left, Instead of their help- 
ing you mend your net, they will steal 
the pieces that remain. Better stay in 
the gospel bont, where you have all the 
means for mending your net, What are 
they? do you ask. I answer,-all you need 
you have where you are—namely, a Bible 
and a place to pray. The more you study 
evolution and adopt what is called ad- 
vanced thought, the more useless you 
will be. Stay in the ship and mend your 
net. That is where James, the son of 
Zebedee, and John, his brother, staid. 
That is where all who get their nets 
mended stay. 

I notice that all who leave the gospel 
boat ‘and go ashore to mend their nets 
stay there. Or if they try again to fish 
they do not catch anything. Get out of 
the gospel boat and go vp into the world 
to get your net mended, and you will livo 
to see the day when you will fect Uke the 
man who, having forsaken Christianity, 
sighed, “I would give a thousand pounds 
to feel as I did in 1820.” Tho time will 
come when you would be willing to give 
a thousand pounds to feel as you did in 
1901. These men who have given up their 
religion cannot help you a bit. 

These dear brethren of all denomina- 
tions, afflicted with theological fidgets, 
had better go to mending nets instead of 
breaking them. Before they break up 
the old religion and try to foist on us a 
new religion let them go through some 
great sacrifice for God that will prove 
them worthy for such a work, taking the 
advice of Talleyrand to a mag who want- 
ed to upset the religion of Tous Christ 
and start a new one when he said, “Go 
and, be crucified and then raise yourself 
from the grave the third day!" Those 
who propose to mend their nets by secu- 
lar and skeptical books are like a man 
who has just one week for fishing, and 
six of the days he spends in reading Izaak 
Walton's “Complete Angler“ and Wheat- 
ley's “Rod and Line” and Scott's “Fish- 
ing In Northern Waters“ and Pullman's 
“Vade Mecum of Fly Fishing For Trout.“ 
and then on Saturday morning, his last 
day out, goes to the river to ply bis art. 
But that day the fish will not bite, and 
late on Saturday night he goes toy his 
home with empty basket. Alas, alas! if

losophy, trying to mend our nets and we 
have only a few souls to report as brought 
to God through our instrumentality while 
tome humble gospel fisherman, his libra- 
ry made up of a Bible and an almanac, 
shall come home laden with the results, 
his trophies all the souls within 15 miles 
of his log cabin meeting bouse. x

on earth, but radiated lu heaven. The 
fisher boy of Naples soon lost bis power, 
but those people of God who have kept 
their nets mended and rightly swung 
them shall never lose their exalted place, 
but shall reign forever and ever and ever, 
Keep that reward in sight.

They began 
their attack shortly after daybreak, 
taking the saloon keepers and the 
town officials by surprise. 

The women knelt and prayed within 
sight of the wreck they had spread. 
One woman, in an impasioned appeal 
to the Almighty, asked that he guide 
them to other dens of iniquity and di- 
rect their footsteps to other rum cursed 
towns in Kansas. This prayer was in- 
terpreted to mean that the Anthony 
women would extend their crusade, 
and word was hurriedly sent over the 
telephone wires to adjacent towns by 
local saloon sympathizers, who wished 
to warn their fellow saloon keepers. 
No arrests were made, but the mayor 
quickly swore in extra police, and the 
crusaders were placed under strict sur- 
veillance. He also preservod the names 
of the women engaged in yesterday's 
work. 

As a sequel to the raid a number of 
young men and two or three small boys 
became reeling drunk. Two of the 
boys were locked up in the city jail, 
During the excitement they had fol- 
lowed the crusaders into the saloons 
and secured a quantity of whisky, wine 
and beer. 


CARRIE NATIONS CRUSADERS. 


A Dand of Forty Women Who win 
Follow Her Lead. 

Topeka, Kan., Jan. 31.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation yesterday organized a band of 
46 women to follow her leadership and 
assist in wiping out “joints.” The 
band was organized at a mass meeting 
for women called by Mrs. Nation and 
presided over by her at the Presbyte- 
rian church. Every seat in the house 
was occupied. After a short talk Mrs. 
Nation called for volunteers and 46 
women at once signed a paper which 
pledged them to follow Mrs. Nation 
wherever she may lead. Mrs. Nation 
announced that they will proceed re- 
gardless of the W. C. T. U., but will 
give warning before resorting to vio- 
lence. 

Chief of Police.Stahl announced ) a8- 
terday that when Mrs. Nation raided 
a joint here he would arrest her, 80 as 
to make a test case. He wants to as- 
certain if a saloonkeeper has any 
rights under the law, and if his sa- 
loon property cannot be protected. 

R. P. McColloch, county attorney of 
Harper county, is in Topeka, and ap- 
peared surprised at the report of the 
“joint” smashing at Anthony. "I have 
not been able to close up the ‘joints’ in 
Harper or Anthony because the city 
authorities favor them,“ said he. “They 
told me it was none of my business, 
and I have not made a detective of my- 
self.” Mr. McColloch appeared to be 
pleased at the course things have taken 
at his home. 

Every saloon in Montgomery county 
is closed today as a result of the ac- 
tion of County Attorney Dana, who 
served notices on the keepers that they 
would not be permitted to run longer,

They can be sold 
at once to elther Americans or foreign- 
ers. They do not contract for any 
amount of speed or any number of 
trips; they do not contract for any re- 
duction of freight rates; they do not 


contract for any services as auxiliary | 


cruisers; the only thing that they con- 
tract to do Is to use a part of the sub- 
aldy money in building ships for them- 
selves. Let any business man place 
himself in the position of the govern- 
ment concerning this matter, and what 
would he think of the value of his con- 
tract? 


Some Points on Subsidy. 

Of the many protests that bave been 
called forth by Senator Hanna's greedy 
scheme for giving a bounty to the 
Griscom line of steamers and its ami- 
lated concerns, that contained Jn a re- 
cent editorial of the New York Evening 
Post is perhaps at ovce the most con- 
else and most comprebensive. In its 
usual incisive style The Post points 
out how the bill evades its ostensible 
object of alding the exportation of 
American products. which could ob- 
viously be best attained by making 
the subsidy earned contingent on the 
amount of cargo carried, and how the 
so called cargo amendment, Intro- 
duced avowedly to accomplish this ob- 
ject, Is a most transparent sham, be- 
cause of the little joker contained, al- 
lowing a charter of space by the year 
to be substituted for the actual carry- 
ing of cargo. Passing to the matter 
of wages, it shows how neatly the pro- 
vision on its face designed to insure 
the employment of Americans as sea- 
men is completely nullified by the con- 
dition that if Americans cannot 
“reasonably be obtained” this pro- 
vision is to be walved. In other 
words, If they will not compete at the 
lowest current rate of wages, the ship- 
owners who are being subsidized are 


s| left free to exercise the right under 


the revised statutes to engage their 
crews in foreign ports for a round 
voyage, as the commissioner of naviga- 
tion, one of the advocates of the bill, 
has admitted that it ts already their 
practice to do now. 

On the question of speed there is a 
special bonus for fast passenger ships 
on the theory that such vessels would 
be availiable for use ln war—one of 
the most objectionable features of the 


| bill, by the way, as it makes Ite greatest

PROFESSORS ON THE SUB- 
SIDY SCHEME. 


— 

An E@ort of the Subsidy Press Bu- 
rean to Develop Support Proves a 
Boomerang. 

The press bureau maintained by the 
subsidy bill lobby and thelr senatorial 
confreres has been doing heroic service 
of late. For some time Mr. Alexander 
R. Smith, one of the well known whoop- 
ers-up of the ship subsidy propaganda, 
has been the director general of this 
bureau. Recently Mr, George W. Rou- 
zer, formerly the head of the Washing- 
ton bureau of the New York Herald 
and later the press representative of 
the Republican national committee, has 
been given a high position on the staff.

| His acquaintance with Washington 


newspaper men as well as with repre- 
sentatives and senators makes his serv- 
ices very valuable. He is a high priced 
man, but this is a high priced bill. 

This press bureau in branching out 
for new to influence the public 
and thereby the s@ate has lately sent 
out letters to a number dt - college pres- 
idents and political economists sking 
for expressions concerning the su 
bill. A number of replies ha ve come in. 
but they have not been printed. Their 
conclusions were on the wrong side of 
the question. 

For instance, Professor F. H. Gid- | 
dings of Columbia university in writ- 
ing of the bill said: “This bill I believe 
to be a thoroughly rotten piece of mor- 
al and political depravity. It is per- 
fectly well known that the United 
States can build steel ships better and 
cheaper than any other nation. There- 
fore it Is difficult for even an unsophis- 
ticated mind to escape the Inference 
that the subsidy bill is a steal, known 
and intended to be a steal.” 

Professor Mayo-Smith of the chalr of 
political economy, Columbia university, 
said, There is no certainty that the 
necessary facilities for export trade to | 
countries offering the most desirable | 
markets for the United States will be | 
secured,” 

Baid Professor 8. M. MacVane of the 
chair of economics and history, Har- 
vard university, “If the Republican 
party wants to commit suicide, the 
passage of this ship subsidy bill would 
be all that would be necessary.” 

Professor T, N. Carver of Harvard 
university said, “Owing to the develop- 
ment of the steel industry, this would | 
be the worst occasion for placing a| 
bounty on shipbuilding and the one 
time in our history when it is least | 
needed.” ; 

Professor Charles H. Hull of the 
chair of economics, Cornell university, 
said: “Such congressional dictation) 
may be in some cases for the public in- 
terest, but the presumption is strongly | 
against its being so, In this particular 
case I have seen no argument of public 
interest that seems to me strong enough 
to overcome the adverse presumption. 
What forces of private interests are at 
work the mere economist has no means 
of knowing.” 

Said Professor Daniel of the chalr of 
political economy, Princeton. “In gen- 
eral, subsidies such as those proposed 
are, in my opinion, indefensible,” 

Professor James W. Crook of Am-| 
berst sald, “Our experience is against 
the efficacy of auch à system.” | 

Professor F.. R. Jones of Union col- | 
lege sald, “Not one sound economic ar- 
gument can be urged in support of the 
ship subsidy WIN. The principle involv- 
ed is a species of paternalism, having 
none of the redeeming features of the 
protection theory and all of it falla- 
cies.” 

These are but samples of a large 
number of adverse opinions expressed 
by college professors and political econ- 
omists. They are men who have no 
ships to sell and no exports to ship and 
whose views are entirely unbiased. 


Aud Yet We Must Pay Big Sums For 
Speed. 

The commissioner of navigation, in 
his report for 1900, says on page 15 un- 
der head of “Increase of Speed:“ 

“The increase In the speed of ateam- 
ships la much less general and note- 
worthy from the commercial point of 
view than the Increase in the aize of 
auch vessels. The reduction of a frac- 
tion of an hour in the transatlantic rec- 
ord excites Interest on both sides of the 
ocean and la a proper occasion for fe- 
lecitations on the attainment of great 
mechanical skill, but it does not add to 
the general well being of the world, as 
does the addition of a dozen or acore of 
net tons to the average carrying capac- 
ity of the world’s sten ships.“ 

Under the Hanna-Payne bill, how- 
ever, deapite this testimony of a recog- 
nized authority, half or more of the 
proposed subsidy fs to be paid for speed 
power solely.

The bankers, railroad companies, 
miners, mechanics, in fact, men of al- 
most every profession or pursuit have 
their various associations and organi- 
zations for mutual protection and ad- 
vancement, while the farmers, as a 
rule look with suspicious eye at any 
thing of the kind, wondering whether 
it is not some political scheme or some 
plan by which the parties taking an ac 
tive part are not in some way to be 
benefited at their expense. 

The study of agriculture and the va- 
rious things associated with it is a pro- 
found one. If each one were a special- 
ist and gave his entire attention to the 
production of any single crop, he would 
Bi be better acquainted with his work and 
feel leas need of assistance. But many 
aré engaged in diversified farming. 
Raising so many different crops that 
require a variety of soils and very dif 
ferent ingredients to feed upon and re 
quire different modes of cultivation. T 
be thoroughly informed in these things 
j would require morë time than any of 

us have to spare. Just here is one 
bright feature of the institute work. 
These men who come to entertain and 
instruct us are practical men, not 
theorists, nor Book Farmers,” but 
men who have made special study 
along the Hnes upon which they leo- 
tare, have tested theee methods by 
actual experience and met with suc- 
cees.

` THE EDUCATIONAL COLUMN. 


Fix Young People 
Livings. 
The Baltimore Sun, commenting Ed 
“Itis very clearly un- 
derstood that our colleges, and even our 
technical schools, as at present conduc- 
ted, do Not prepare a young man sde- 
quately to carn a living, but ideas are 
very confused as to just what kind of 
schools is wanted in their stead. The 
manual training schools, it is agreed, 
do not meet the need of the hour, being 
but the kindergarten stage of the com- 
ing industrial education. It might be 
supposed that the existing mechani- 
dal“ colleges, or the “technical” and 
“technological” echodle, would answer 
every purpose. Many of them receive 
ample State appropriations and some 
of them have large endowments, which 
secure fine buildings, megnificent ap- 
paratus and large corps of professors in 
all-the ologies. But even these petted 
schools fail to meet the wishes of prac 
tical men, having too often, in com- 
mon with the old-fashioned colleges, 
the fault of teaching theory in the 
interest of theory and not with a view 
to immediate practice. At the last 
meeting of the Society for the Promo- 
tion of Engineering Education, accoord- 
ing to the Engineering Record, the as 
sembled engineers were unanimously 
of opinion “that no more high-class 
technical schools are needed now.” 
Even ‘‘instructors in polytechnic insti. 
tutions,” says the Record, "incline to 
the same view,” and in the correspond- 
ence with Mr. Carnegie, in regard to 
his proposed industrial school, the 
ideas of “practicing engineers” on this 
subject were very emphatically ex- 
pressed 


to Make 


What is wanted, says the Record, is a 
school where a boy just out of the 
grammar school, who has technical 
ability, but can be supported only a 
few more years by his parents, can ac- 
quire the elementary scientific knowl- 
edge and business principles essential 
to success in most trades. Reflecting 
the views of Cornell and Sibley on this 
subject, Dr Thurston thus describes the 
educations! want of the hour: “The 
schools of mechanic arte contemplated 
by the founders were such as would 
suitably prepare youth for positions es 
superintendents and foremen in the va- 
rious mechanical industries. They 
were neither trade schools of the lower 
sort nor mutual training schools such 
as are now not uncommon in the larger 
cities. * * * Their scope isas broad 
as the whole system of our national in 
dustries, and even wider, since they 
should include such foreign industries 
as it is most desirable that our people 
take over into our own system. Their 
output should be a body of directing 
spirits which should find place in every 
workshop, mill and factory in the land, 
and which should steady and energize 
eyery working force in every brauch of 
industry. A thousand such are needed 
where a score such men as graduate 
from our engineering schools are re- 
quired.” The tendency of the existing 
technical schools, under the manage- 
ment of bookish men, is to roar high, 
to the neglect of the practical. Yetthe 
real demand is for something quite dit- 
ferent. ‘‘There is a g.eat class,” asthe 
Record affirms, ‘including boys who 
have finished grammer schools and run- 
ning up to men of middie age, who are 
willing to work hard for a limited 
scientific training, enough tg apply 
their practical knowledge to the best 
advantage. They do not need trade 
schools, and they do not need the fire 
works of the new century laboratory 
equipment,” 

There is no lack of gentlemen with 
all the ologies at the end of their 
tongues who areready to take charge 
of any industrial school a millionaire 
may be willing to endow, but the view 
begins to prevail that the president and 
prefessors of the technical school of the 
future are to be sought among the em- 
ployes of our great railroads, furnaces, 
machine shops, factories, milis, etc., 
rather than in the list of talented young 
graduates of the universities, This 
point was emphasized by Mr. R. W, 
Rothwell at the recent meeting of the 
Boolety of Engineers. ‘There are,” he 
said, “nota few of our large colleges 
whose courres are designed by gentie- 
mon of great learning, but who have 
never had totarn their living by labor 
in the ocovipations they are teaching. 
These gentlemen evolve more or less 
from the inner consciousness what a 
young man or woman should learn, and 
not infrequently when those young 
people get out in life and have to earn 
thelr living they find that they should 
have learned something very different 
The best way to know what ought tobe 
taught in any subject ts to go to men 
who are earning their living in that oo- 
oupation and ascertain what will ena-

To Lecture in Ovicago Under the 
Auspices of th: Press Club. 


WABHING FROM MAYOR HARRISON 


He Decinres There Must Be no ja- 
loon Smashtiag tm the Its Me- 
tropolia—The Crusader Caused Tem- 
porary Closing of Topeka Saloons. 


Topeka, Kan., Feb. 7.—Topeka joints 
were closed yesterday, aside from a 
few side doors, and the keepers prom- 
ised the city and county officials that 
they would get rid of their stocks of 
liquors. Chief of Police Stahl and 
Sheriff Cook had gone from place to 
place Tuesday night warning the joints 
ists that they must close their places 
and keep them closed, and all gave 
their word that they would sell no 
more liquor. 

When Mrs. Nation heard the news 
she showed but little sign of emotion, 
and said simply: “Thank God.” 

“But, do you think this will do any 
permanent good? Do you think these 
Paloonds will sity closed tale war ask 
ed. ` 
“I think they will,” she replied. “I 
think they are shut up for good. They 
will never open again if the women 
continue to be vigilant.” 

“How long will you remain in To- 
peka?” 

“Until I am sure that I have kept 
the promise I made last week that I 


MRS. CARRIE NATION, 
would stay until every joint Is closed. 
Then I will go elsewhere.” 

Despite the saloon keepers’ promises, 
the joints were as wide open as ever 
last night. 

On Tuesday Mrs. Nation and three 
followera raided the “Senate,” the 
finest saloon in Topeka, and in ten 
minutes they had wrought damage to 
the extent of $1,500. As the work was 
finished a policeman sauntered in and 
sald: “Well, Sister Nation, I guess 
we'll have to arrest you again.” The 
police judge before whom she was 
taken promptly released her. Later 
she was again arrested on complaint of 
the owners of the saloon, charged with 
malicious destruction of property, and 
was released on $100 ball for a hear- 
ing on Saturday. After the raid the 
saloon was crowded with customers, 
who were furnished with souvenirs in 
the shape of bits of broken glass. Chief 
of Police Stahl said: 

“I do not care if Mrs, Nation smashes 
every joint in Topeka. I sympathize 
with her. I hope she will close up the 
saloons of the city. As an officer of 
the law, though, it is my duty vo arrest 
her every time she creates a disturb- 
ance or destroys property. If we had 
the right kind of state officers it would 
not be necessary for Mrs. Nation to do 
what she is doing.” 

Mrs. Nation on Tuesday dictated an 
appeal “to the children of the high 
schools of the United States,” in which 
she urged children everywaere to 
smash saloon windows with rocks. 


A WARNING FROM CHICAGO, 


Mrs. Nation Must Not De Any Saloon 
Smashing There. 

Chicago, Feb. 7.—"I don’t believe 
Mrs. Nation is heading for Chicago to 
wreck saloons,” said Mayor Harrison 
today, when told that Mrs. Nation had 
announced her intention of visiting 
thie city with her followers. “If she is, 
she had better remain away and avold 
trouble. Here a saloon is 
as a legal institution, entitled to the 
full protection of the law. As @ conse- 
quence, it is only proper to say that 
no assaults on them will be tolerated. 
If Mrs. Nation, understanding these 
things, persists in disorderly conduct, 
inciting to riot and malicious mischief, 
I am afraid she will have to settle fines 
as fast as she indulges in offenses.” 

Arrangements were completed yes- 
terday by the Press club of Chicago 
and Mrs. Nation's representative 
whereby she will lecture at the Audi- 
torium next Tuesday. Mrs. Nation's 
visit, according to her friends, will be 
a peaceful one, as she will not under- 
take to destroy any saloons in Chi- 
cago. Her coming to Chicago, it is as- 
serted, is merely to place the situation 
in Kansas before the people and to ask 
ald in the suppression of the illegal 
liquor trafe in that state.

“Farmer”, whose letter appears in 
this issue of the ADVERTISER, makes a 
strong appeal to his brother farmers to 
attend the Institute to be held in the 
Court House next Monday and Tuesday. 
Director A moss says that only one other 
county inthe whole State makes so 
poor a showing at the Institute meet- 
ings as Wicomico.

The Talbot ladies are 
at home on this topic, and didn’t mean 
to sit still and silent while a theoreti- 
cal” cook poisoned the minds of their 
husbands with recipes that, if adopted, 
would likewise poison their stomachs. 
There was some lively sparring between 
the ladies and the lecturer, which,how- 
ever, ended amicably, the Talbot cooks 
finally admitting that the lecturer knew 
har businessa. The same is true of the 
other lecturers of the Institute. They 
are all practical farmers who know 
their business,” and our farmers do not 
know o much but that they could get 
more knowledge of their business if 
they would come next Monday and 
take an active, earnest interest in the 
Institute. For the reputation of the 
county let the farmers come from all 
parts, and benefit by the Institute, 
which is in redlity a school designed by 
the State to impart useful information 
to the farmer, whose business is the 
base of all material enterprise. The 
farmers of this county are very much 
behind thoee of the up-shore and West 
ern shore counties, and they can poor- 
ly afford to follow longer their past 
policy of indifferfoce and ignorance.

KITCHENER TO BE REINFORCED. 

And now comes the news from the 
British war office in London that Lord 
Kitchener's forces are to be reinforced 
by 80,000 additional troops. This will 
make the British force engaged in over- 
powering the Boers the stupendous 
army of a quarter of a million soldiers. 

Think of the expense of maintaining 
euch an immense force, think of the 
thousands of depleted homes through- 
out England—sons, brothers, husbands, 
fathers, all gone to uphold the British 
flag over an unwilling people, think of 
the aftermath that will follow such s 
war, think of thie vast number of men 
taken from the commercial world of 
England. Is it any wonder that such 
reflections should have weighed heavily 
upon the deceased Queen? 

And what is all this sacrifice of life 
and treasure fort. A few gold mines 
in South Africa is the eum total. It is 
not maintained by any one that the 
Boers are incapable of self government. 
It is not denied that they have proven 
themeelves a worthy foe on the field 
of battle, and yet England has resorted 
to a war of annihilation to settle the 
existing troubles between the two 
countries, instead of the peaceful method 
of arbitration. Whatever may be the 
outcome, the cost and sacrifices of the 


English people will be felt for years to 
coms.

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JUBILANT HOLLANDERS 


Wilhelmina’s Subjects Unite in 
the Wedding Festivities, 


THE BRIDEGROOM IS BASHFUL. 


The Prominenee Thrust Upon Duke 
Henry Seema te Dore the Youthful 
Lever of the Qacen, While Her Ma- 
jeszty Enjoys Honors Shown Them. 


The Hague, Feb. 7.—The wedding 
morn of Queen Wilhelmina and Duke 
Henry of Mecklenberg-Schwerin shows 
a winter carnival holding sway over 
The Hague. It is an ideal day, clear 
and cold. Already 100,000 Hollanders, 
with many foreigners, have been added 
to the population of the city, and trains 
from all quarters of this ancient king- 
dom are bringing thousands more. 

People go marching about or in car- 
riages, singing or playing the national 
anthem. Wherever a band is heard, 
they take up the hymns “Wilhelmus 
Van Nassau” and “Wien Neer Lands 
Bloed.” Everywhere are singing so- 
cleties in uniforms and wearing med- 
als, sober looking Dutchmen who chant 
solemnly, officials and prominent vis- 
itors. Groups of young men and wo- 
men costumed In white and orange and 
in other bright colors are parading 
about, singing and making fun with 
the crowds as in the mardi The 
tri-colored flags of Holland and the 
House of Orange are everywhere dis- 
played, with an occasional light blue 
banner of Mecklenberg. Every man 
and woman wears an orange rosette, 
with a picture of the bride. Some, 
though these are few, display a portrait 
of the bridegroom. 

A striking feature of the festivities 
is their democratic atmosphere. There 
are no cordons of policemen or soldiers 
to hold back the crowds. There are no 
swarms of detectives. There is no talk 
of anarchists. 

The young queen and Duke Henry 
have spent a large part of the week 
thus far in driving about the city in 


WILNELMIZA, QUEEN OF HOLLAND, 
order to give the people a chance to 
see them. During yesterday afternoon 
they rode out a few miles along snow 
covered roads to Fixhing, a village 
where a fisheries exhibition is being 
held. They went in one of the state 
carriages, which was drawn by four 
horses, Her majesty, who wore a red 
and gold cloak and furs, carried a big 
bouquet of white flowers tied with 
orange ribbons, The duke was array- 
ed in the uniform of a Dutch admiral. 
The queen mother and the mother of 
the duke, with several ladies of the 
court and a few officers, followed in 
carriages. 

The queen bows and smiles with 
genuine youthful enjoyment. The 
duke is considered cold, however, and 
looks bored. He raises his hand 
stifiy in military salute. His friends 
say the truth is that he is exceedingly 
shy, and being only 24 years old, is 
greatly embarrassed by his prominence, 

The queen and her people appear to 
enjoy the festivities equally. Members 
of the court say she delights in her 
popularity. The people cheer her more 
as an equal than in a spirit of homage. 
They seem proud of her, and say to 
foreigners: What do you think of our 
queen? We think her very handsome.” 

Amsterdam's gift to the queen, the 
magnificent gilded chariot originally 
built for her coronation, was formally 
presented Monday. In it she will ride 
to church today, One of the richest 
presents is a great tapestry represent- 
ing the Garden of the Hesperides. This 
is from the French republic. The city 
of Hague has given a porcelain ser- 
vice of 300 pieces. From the ladies of 
Hague the queen received a silver mir- 
ror and a jeweled bracelet, and from 
her ladies in waiting a silver center 
piece of flowers. ; 

The press correspondents have been 
permitted to see the presents in the 
palace, and many weddings among 
wealthy Americans develop a more 
lavish display. Neat presents from the 
people of Holland, gifts showing the 
handiwork of humble housewives 
throughout the kingdom, take up the 
most space. These have been pouring 
in for weeks, so that there is a great 
display of silverware, porcelains, 
seedlework, furniture and jewelry.

ALL IS WELL FOR THE BELIEVER, 


Comforting Thosghts Fer These 
Whose Lives Have Many Ansieties. 
The Insufficiency of Worldly Suec- 
cese—Trust Thereeghly In God. 


WaAsnixdrox, Feb, 3.—There is a gront | 
solace in this discourse of Dr. Talmage tor | 
those whose lives have many anxieties; | 


text, Isaiah fii, 10, “Bay ye to the right- 
cous that it shall be well with him.” 

Here is a promise for people who are 
all right, but who will come and get it? 
How many, or, rather, how few, people 
do you know who are all right? If it 
were asked of any assembly that those 
who were sinless should rise up, none 
would rise except imbeciles and religious 
cranks. An accident happened near 60 
centuries ago that started the human 
race in the -rong way, and we have not 
got over it; We know a great 
splendid men and splendid women, but 
they will tell you that they have not al- 
ways done the right thing or thought the 
right thought. If it were any of your 
business, they could give you an inven- 
tory of frailties and mistakes and infe- 
licities that would be astonishing. Here, 
then, you say, is a Bible promise that 
goes a-begging, “Bay ye to the righteous 
that it shall be well with bim.“ 

It is my delightful work today to show 
you that all the sons and daughters of 
Adam and Eve may appropriate the 
benediction of my text if they will first 
do the right thing. Over here in the next 
street was a man who in great misfor- 
tunes lost all he had and was positively 
beggared, but a letter comes from some 
Buropean city where the land records are 
kept announcing to him that a great for- 
tune is his. Now he is as opulent as he 
was pauperized. He doffs his rags and

pats on respectable attire and moves into 
a home appropriate for a man of vast es- 
tate. His worldly circumstances were all 
wrong last year; they are all right this 
year. On the next street is a man who 
was from perfect health prostrated, and 
he seemed to be sick unto death, but a 
skillful ysician took correct diagnosis 
of his distase and by prompt and vigor- 
ous treatment restored him to his former 
vigor. As to his health he waswll wrong 
before; now he is all right. In these two 
ways I illustrate my theme. 
Moral Bankruptey. 

By sin we have all been morally bank- 
rupted. Christ the Lord from his infi- 
nite riches pays our debts and empara- 
dises us in his mercy. From his richest 
wardrobe he puts on us the clean robe of 
his righteousness and gives us a palace in 
the heavens when we are ready to go up 
and take it. Now, as to our spiritual em- 
tate we are all right. We were morally 
diseased, but Christ the pliysician, by a 
bath in the fountain of his grace, cures 
us. Now, as to our spiritual health we 
are all right. That is the way we come 
to the righteousness spoken of in the text. 
It is a contributed righteousness, a made 
over righteousness, an imputed righteous- 
ness. The moment you get into right re 
lations with Christ the Lord that moment 
you can appreciate the magnificent com- 
fort of the text, and I defy you, in all 
this great book, from the first verse of 
the first chapter of Genesis to the last 
verse of the last chapter of Revelation, 
to find me a passage with higher and 
deeper and broader and longer comfort 
than that of the text, which is as deep as 
the Atlantic ocean half way between the 
continents and high as the sun when the 
clock is striking 12 at noon. But I shall 
be swamped with the oceanic tides of this 
subject unless the Lord help me to keep 
a foothold, “Say ye to the righteous that 
it shall be well with bim,” 

Bear in mind that but few people can 
stand worldly success. Water is a good 
thing, but too much of it will drown. 
Fire is a good thing, but too much. of it 
will destroy. Light is a good thing, but 
too mach of it dazzles and blinds. Suc- 
cess is a good thing, but too much of it 
has overwhelmed many for this world 
and the next. If it were best for us, we 
would all be millionaires, live in palaces 
like the Alhambra and be as personally 
attractive as Cleopatra appeared to An- 
tony. But the most of folks could not 
endure such zuperabundance, and it ts 
absolutely necessary in order to keep 
them right that 900 men out of 1,000 
should find lite a struggle. It keeps them

Our 
actions, thoroughly honest and above- 
board, may come under suspicion. Every 
courtroom at eyery term of court hears 
illustrations of the delusion of what is 
called circumstantial evidence. Innocent 
men nre fined or imprisoned or electro- 
cuted because of an unfortunate conjunc- 
tion of events. What is true in court- 
rooms is trae in all circles of domestic or 
social or political or official life. You 
have been misunderstood and misrepre- 
sented or will be misunderstood or mis- 
represented. Then how can my text be 
true? My explanation is this: The man 
without any divine grace in his heart 
finds in these troubles irritation and un- 
belief and melancholia and despair. A 
Christian man finds in them submission 
and enlarged views and divine support 
and reconsecration. Bereavement to the 
worldling brings hard thoughts of God 
and a resistance so violent it dares mot 
fully express itself. Bereavement brings 
to the Christian the thought of heavenly 
reunion and a more complete laying hold 
of God, and a more tender appreciation 
of the divine presence, and deeper grati- 
tude that we were permitted to have the 
departed one so long, and a more lively 
sympathy for the sorrows of others and 
another evidence of God's love, for 
“whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth.” 


Misery of Loving Too Much, 


Financial loss, which 1 just now said is 
sure to come, never breaks up & man 
who has strong faith in God. In most 
cases it is a loss of surplus or it is the 
banishment of luxuries. Most of the 
wants of the prosperous classes are arti- 
ficial wants. The late Mr. Armour of the 
$60,000,000 estate pointed to one of his 
clerks on ordinary salary and said, “That 
man bas better appetite than I, sleeps 
better nights and enjoys life more than I 
do.” Oh, the gigantic miseries of those 
who have too much! A man in Solomon's 
time expressed as philosophic and rea- 
sonable a wish as any man of those times 
or of our times. His name was Agur, 
and he offered a prayer that he might 
never have a superabundance or a deficit, 
crying out. “Give me neither poverty nor 
riches.” On the one side he had seen the 
awful struggle of the poor to get food 
and clothes and shelter and to educate 
their children, and on the other side he 
had seen the gouty foot, and the indiges- 
tion, and the insomnia, and the anxiety 
about large investments, and the threat- 
ened paresis often characteristic of those 
who are loaded up and londed down with 
too many successes, Those people who 
are generally called the masses—that ia, 
the most of folks—bave the things abso- 
lutely necessary for their well being. They 
have no Murillos on their wall, nor a “Bel- 
shazzear’s Feast” in their dining room, nor 
a pair of $3,000 sorrels at their doorway. 
But they have something which those 
superabundantly supplied seldom have. 
They have better health because, being 
compelled to walk, they get the necessary 
exercise, and, their diet being limited to 
plain food, they do not suffer from mid- 
night salads and are not victimized by 
rare caterers. They retire for whole- 
some sleep at the very bour in which 
others are leaving their homes for the 
dance or the card party. They will sleep 
the last sleep just as well in the plain 
graveyard as those who have over them 
an arch of sculptured granite in costilest 
necropolis or most historical abbey. 

Things are more equally divided than 
is generally supposed. That splendid 
home is apt to have a taking off of rome 
kind. It may be an invalid wife, or a de- 
formed child, or an inherited tending to- 
ward insanity, or a dissolute son, or a de- 
spoiled reputation, or a weakened heart 
that may halt under the least excitement, 
Envy no map, Euvy no woman. Be 
content with such things as ye have. Do 
not think, In order to have it well with 
you according to my text, that there 
fore you must have more than somebody 
else, or even as much as somebody else, 
The Lord trenta us all better than we 
treat him, and if we would study our 
blessings as much us we atudy our disas- 
ters we would be more reasonable and 
thankful. In Isaiah God says that bread 
and water shall be sure, and none of us 
has been pat on 80 low a diet, but we 
often act as though God had not kept bis 
promise because we want more luxuries, 
forgetful of the fact that he promised 
bread, not cake; water, not sparkling cor 
dials. 

Let Well seas Alone. 


The reason sò many people are misera» 
ble is because they do not let well enough 
alone. They are in one occupation and 
see its annoyances and so change to an- 
other ocupation and find as many annoy- 
ances, if not múre. They live in one place 
and know its uncomfortable environ- 
ments and move into another place which 
has just as many limitations. Their in- 
vestments yield them 4 per cent and na 
sell ont to make investments thet will 
yield 10 per cent and lose all. Hetter set- 
tle down and stop fretting about yourself 
and the world.

Do any of us fully realize the fact that 
God gives us three things in unlimited 
supply, although no formula of prayer 
that I ever heard recognises them—wa- 
ter, air and sunlight?

Water by 
the oceanful. Some for ablution, some 
for slaking of thirst, some for baptistery, 
some for fountains and aquarigms: 
never appreciated what a wonderful 
thing water is until last sammer I stood 
by the fountuins before and around the 
emperor's palace at Peterhof, Russia. I 
had been familiar with this wonderful 
element of nature from childhood, hav- 
ing been born on the banks of the beauti- 
ful Raritan and as a barefooted boy dab- 
bled in the brook near my father’s house.

waters at Chatsworth, England, or Ver- 
sailles, France, as you stand in the bal- 
cony of the palace overlooking the Fin- 
land gulf, bewildered and transported as 
you look at the one display called the 
Golden Btairway fountain. “ The water 
rolls down over 24 steps 1 foot bigh and 
20 feet long. All of these 24 steps are 
covered with sheets of burnished gold. 
Silver step of the water on stairs of gold! 
What a lee of liquids! Rolling, dashing, 
foaming, enrapturing splendors! Chorus 
of floods! Poetry of waters! Doxology 
of torrents! But that which most im- 
pressed me there and elsewhere is the 
abundance of water, the fact that there 
are sọ many waters that the continents 
can afford to throw them away Into the 
sea, Hudsons and Ohios, Oregons and 
Amazons, Rhines and Danubes and Vol- 
gas, and so abundant that the earth can 
afford to have its oceans evaporate into 
the heavens, Mediterraneans and Atlan- 
tics and Pacifics. How rich the earth is 
with waters! Best beverage of all the 
nations, for after the richest banquet 
with the richest beverages every one 
wants at least a sip of it—water, cool wa- 
ter, God descended water! 

With still more abundance:de the air 
distributed. An earth full of it. A sky 
fall of it. Swiftest and strongest eagle 
cannot fly so high as not to have it in the 
nostril or under wing. And what af- 
fluence of senlight! No one but the in- 
finite God could dispense so much of it. 
The golden candlestick set on the blue 
mantel of the heavens! So great that the 
Almighty lo compared to it, the psalmist 
erylug ont, “The Lord God is s sun.” It 
is high time that we recognise in our 
liturgies and la our formulas of prayer 
the three most abundant blessings of tke 
universe which come to all.

London, Feb. 7.—A dispatch from 
Lorenzo Marques says that the railroad” 
has been cut by the Boers 53 kilo- 
meters from that place. Last Tuesday 
it became known in London that the 
British Toreign ofco had received 
semi-official confirmation of the re- 
port that the Boers were ing 
to enter Lorenso Marques that the 
local Portuguese authorities were ak- 
ing for British assistance. - 
| The Daily Mall has the followi 
from its Lisbon correspondent: - The 
king Of Portugal la staying a few days 
longer in London than he originally_in- 
tended at the express wish of King d- 
ward. His visit is likely to have tm- 

nt developments. The Portu- 

il section ot thé Delagoa Bay rail- 
way is now in British hands, but this 
is merely a temporary arrangement be- 
tween the two governments,” 

Commenting upon the situation at 
Delagoa Bay, and the evidence that the 
Boers-have penetrated 23 miles into 
Portuguese territory, The Daily Mail 
expresses a belief that British troops 
are now guarding the Delagoa Bay rail- 
way down to the sea, and that it will 
be possible to send British troops by 
the Nelagoa route. It argues, there- 
fore, that Great Britain gains by the 
Boer move. 

The following announcement. has 
been issued by the war office: 

“In view of the recent Boer activity 
in various directions, the government 
has decided, in addition to the large 
forces recently equipped locally in 
South Africa, to reinforce Lord Kitch- 
éner by 30,000 mounted troops beyond 
those already landed in Cape Colony. 
Recruiting for the imperial yeomanry 
has proceeded so rapidly that it is an- 
ticipated 10,000 will shortly be avall- 
able. . 

“The South African mounted, con- 
stabulary, including those enlisted in 
the colonies, may be relied upon to 
extend to 8,000, and the new colonial 
contingents to replace those withdrawn 
will probably reach 5,000. 

“The remainder of the force will Be 
made up of cavalry and mounted in- 
fantry from the home establishment. 
The enlistment of volunteers to replace 
those that have already served a year 
in South Africa is also being proceed- 
ed with. Arrangements have been 
mace for the prompt equipment and 
transportation of the force. The first 
consignment will leave Feb. 9."

MEETING OF THE FARMERS. 


The lastitute Last Monday and Tuesday 
A Gratifyiag Success. 


Professor Amoas, State director of 
Maryland Farmers’ Institutes, met the 
progressive farmera of Wicomico coun- 
ty in the Court House last Mon lay and 
Tuesday. The sessions were a gratify 
ing success from both the agricultural 
and social points of view. Director 
Amos was so pleased with the meetings 
that he could not refrain from contrast 
ing this year’s Institute with those of 
the past, aud piir county's Institute 
with those of the other counties. Prof, 
Wing, of Ohio, and Professor Massey, 
of North Carolina, two very able lec- 
turers who contributed to the success 
of the Institute, shared DitectorA moss’ 
pleasure, and made like favorable 
comments, 

Monday afternoon Professor Joseph 
E. Wing, of Ohio, lectured on the 
growing of Alfalfa as a forage crop, 
He said Alfalfa has been cultivated as 
a forage plant more than twenty cen- 
turies. It isa native of the valleys of 
the central district of Western Asia, 
having been found in an apparently 
wild condition in the region to the 
South of the Caucasus. 

It was introduced into Greece at the 
time of the Persian war, about 470 
B.C. The ancient Romans afterward 
cultivated it as forage for the horses or 
their armies. It was in especial favor 
with them as a forage crop during the 
first and second centuries, and its cul- 
vation bas been maintained in Italy 
down to the present time. From Italy 
it was introduced into Spaiu and the 
South of France, and thence into Mex 
ico and South America. From Chili 
it was brought into California in 1834, 
and from there it rapidfy spread over 
the arid regions of the Pacific coast and 
the Rocky mountains where it is now 
cultivated almost to the exclusion of 
all other forage plants. The plant was 
introduced in the eastern part of the 
U. S. as early as 1890, but in the east 
it has not been so extensively grown as 
in the west. 

The plant isa deep feeder, the tap 
roots descending to a depth of 10 and 
12 feet, and it has been known to root 
many, feet deeper. It will grow in 
favorable soil, any where from about 
sea level to 7000 feet elevation. It 
grows best in a light sandy rich loam 
underlaid by a loose and permeabie 
subsoil.- Good drainage is necessary, 
as the plants are quickly killed by ex- 
cess of water in the soil or on the sur- 
face, The plant feeds most heavily of 
lime, potash, magnesium and phosphor 
io acid. Lime is the most essential of 
these food elementa, 

In preparing the goil, a clear pice of 
land should be selected, and it should 
be thoroughly plowed and sub-soiled. 
The best results from the crop are al- 
ways after the second year, Twenty or 
twenty-five pounds of seed to the acre 
should be used. Drilling is the best 
method of seeding. In latitudes seuth 
of Washington, D. C. September is 
the best month for seeding, Under the 
most favorable conditions four to six- 
teen tons per acre of Alfalfa may an 
nually be taken for a period of thirty 
successive years, and there isa field in 
Mexico that is known to have been 
keptin Alfalfa continuously for more 
than sixty years. 

No better hay plant than Alfalfa can 
be grown. It is particularly valuable 
asa forage for growing animals, pro- 
ducing blood, muscle and bone, and 
very little fat. Fed with corn and 


corn fodder the feeder has a complete 
ration. 


In the evening Professor Wing lec 
tared on live stock and their feeding. 
He illustrated his lecture with stereop 
ticon views. This proved to be one of the 
moet interesting of the seaslons. 

The most important lecture Tuesday 
was by Professor Maw»y of North Car- 
Olina, on the Cow pea, the Clover of 
the South.“ Professor Massey said: 

To the most casual observer interest- 
ed in farm matters, it is evident that 
the great need of our sandy lands is 
humus or vegetable decay. This, by 
darkening the soil, renders it warm, 
and at the same tims renders it more 
retentive of moisture The sweet pota- 
to growers of the lower Eastern Shore 
understand this need and endeaver to 
supply it by laboriously hauling leaves 
ani mold from the forest to plow un- 
der, not dreaming that by a proper ro- 

| tation of crops and the growing of peas 
and other legumes they can put this 
vegetable matter in the soil at a tenth 


of the cost of hauling the woods mold. 


Nature takes an old field in hand and 
grows broomsedge and pines, and year 
after year the deep rooted pine brings 
up from below the mineral matter, un- 
touched by the man who wore out the 
upper soil, and soatters them in fallen 
leaves over the surface. After a While 


some one oute down the pines and finds , 
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a new piece of land, made fertile with- 
out the help of the fertilizer mar. 
Now the methods of nature are foo slow 
for our modern agriculture and we oan 
produce the same results in a more 
rapid manner by the use of the Clover 
of the South —the Cow Pea. 

Now whether the pea should be used 
as à fertilizer direct or as a means for 
feeding stock and making manure, will 
depend upon the condition of a man’s 
land. In the beginning of the building 
up of a badly worn farm it may be bet- 
ter to use the crop direct for the im- 
provement of ‘the land by plowing it 
under. But in a sandy soil never plow 
under any green crop in hot weather, 
or you will sour the soil and do harm 
rather than good. Then, too, the cow 
pea not only makes vegetable matter, 
but gathers nitrogen from the air for 
the suczeeding crop, and it docs most 
of this in the latter part of the plant's 
lite. Hance it turned under too soon 
we lose a great deal that the plant 
would do for us. No harm can come 
from turning under when dead, but it 
will do better to allow the vines to lie 
all winter to mulch the surface and in 
the meantime grow some winter crop 
like rye among the dead peas, and plow 
al] under in the spring, for corn; follow 
the corn with wheat, on which acid 
phosphate and potash is used, and fol- 
low the wheat again with peas, Part 
of the pea land can then be used for po- 
tatoss and other truck crops and part 
for corn. Then among the corn sow 
peas at last working and cut the corn 
off at the ground and cure in shocks, 
and cattle will keep fat on the dead pea 
vines all winter. We can do all with 
peas that farmers can on other soils do 
with clover, and can do it in one-fourth 
the time. An impression has gone 
abroad that the cow pea vines are hard 
to cure as hay. But really they ar 
eazy to cureif handled right. Cut as 
soon as first pods turn yellow, and as 
soon as wilted rake into winnows, Turn 
these next day and put into cocks, and 
if on the following day you can take a 
handful and give a hard twist and can 
see no sap run to the twist, you can 
haul in at once and store in barn. It 
will get very hot, but let it alone and 
it will cure-all right; but it you turn it, 
it wilt mold, Cow pea hay is good for 
any animals, My horses got no other 
hay, and are in as good order as any. 
Sown broadcast it takes one bushel per 
acre but we are rapidly coming to the 
conclusion that they should always be 
put in rows and cultivated once or 
twice, Mr. Martin of Fredericksburg, 
Va., à large acd successful farmer,says 
he gets more and better hay from one 
peck per acre im rows than from one 
bushel broadca:t.” 

During the lectures many of the most 
intelligent and practical farmers asked 
questions on points they had not fully 
understood. After the final lecture 
Tuesday afternoon the director, lectur 
ers and the farmers gathered and had 
an informal heart to heart talk. Some 
casual mention was made of the vital 
question of good roads, and it is plain 
to see that the current is beginning to 
run strongly in the direction of syste- 
matic road improvement. 

Monday evening’s session was made 
additionally attractive by the presence 
ofa number of society ladies, who ar 
sisted in a musical program—a chorus 
in which the following participated:

THE LONG AGO. 


One July morning the writer was 
sitting in a batteau near the mill tail 
at the head of Wicomico river. Imme- 
diately in front of me was an island, 
densely wooded and overgrown with 
underbrush. On the east side of the 
island the current ran dangerously 
swift, and the branches on the trees of 
the mainland kissed those of the island. 
The reader can well imagine the scene 
as I remember it. No painter could 
have done justice to it by ounningly 
conveying it with the aid of his brush 
to canvass. It wasa delightful pastoral 
scene—one on which my boyish eyes 
gazed long and raptuiouily. Suddenly 
there shot out a small boat in which 
was seated a young man of fine phy- 
sique,- that he was an athlete was 
plainly evident. I wanted company, 
s0 I awkwardly pulled toward him in 
my craft. “Well, youngster, who are 
you?’ questioned the young man. I 
promptly told him my name, and he 
very courteously gave me his name. 
That was Ned Toadvin. He had just 
returned home from college and was 
taken a morning row on the river. I 
stood in awe of his muscle and strong 
limbs, and ever afterward made him a 
mental hero in my eyes, Now, he is a 
lawyer of force and power in his home 
place—popular with the suffragis:s of 
his county and one of Salisbury's fore- 
most men. Let me see, It was about 
1879 or '78 that the Salisbury Baseball 
Clab held the championship of the 
lower part of the Eastern Shore, and 
the club most feared in those days was 
that aggregation of sluggers known as 
the Seaford club. They played in the 
field immediately in the rear of ex 
Gov. Jackson's present hone. When 
a match game wa» on the entire town 
turned out and rooted for the local 
team. Gid Jordan was catch and Ned 
Toadvin was pitch and captain Sam 
Smith was on first base, Joe Graham 
was short stop, Lou Gunby third base, 
and Ed. Gillis left field. They are all 
I can remember now. One day the 
Seaford sluggers came down to anni- 
hilate us, to drive us into oblivion, to 
swat us out of existence, to cause us to 
get into a state of innocuous desuetude, 
The mighty Ben and George Horsey 
were at their head, Hink Elliott (now 
a professor in the Baltimore City Col- 
lege and a man of sterling worth) was 
on first base, Sheppard was on third. 
Their ory of “Go down shep!” yet rings 
in my ears, for Sheppard was a hitter 
from hitter’s towa and as fine a sprinter 

as there was on the shore. Play was 
called. Ned Toadvin was on his met- 
tle and in extremely fine fettle. Gid’s 
face bore determination and his signs 
were perfect. He dida’t say much, for 
unfortunately Gid stuttered and it took 
him sometime when he was exvited to 
say a very little. The play progressed 
and the score was close. Finally the 
ninth inning came, our boys taking the 
bat on the first half of the inning. The 
score was tied—8 to 8 In that large 
field there was not a murmer. Sudden- 
ly Sam struck a short, sharp one to 
centrer, The man fumbled it and Sam 
was safe. Then another of our boys 
made a one-base hit and Sam got second. 
A pretty fly by Jordan was too round 
for the right fielder and Sam came in. 
The others struck out. Score—9 to 8, 
in our favor. The excitement was in- 
tense, ‘Seaford at the bat,” sang out 
a scorer. The bases were, filled in 
rapid succession. Ben Horsey stepped 
up, smiled, He struck the first pitohed 
ball. It was a beauty. Ed. Gillis 
gauged it and squatted to receive it, 
It was his, and as quick as lightning it 
went to second and from there to home, 
The game was won! Such hallooing 
those grand old oaks never heard be- 
fore. The boys from Jersey led by the 
Farlows, Callowllys and Ed. Bafford 
(now one of Baltimore's finest,”) want- 
ed to carry Ed. Gillis around the field 
on their shoulders in a triumphal 
march, Ben Horsey looked sick. His 
smile was positively ghostly, and the 
exclamation that came from his lips I 
will never forget. It was terse, short, 
emphatic, incisive, dramatic, and im- 
pressive. Three short words, but they 
conveyed to the auditor a world of 
meaning. They were “D—— the luck.“ 

This was one of the games as I remem- 
ber it, and one ef Salisbury’s best 
rooters there was Henry Spence, a warm 
friend and an unyielding enemy. 

When the ponds were frozen over in 
winter the lade and lassies would enjoy 
rare sport. Now, there were not many 
fancy skaters in those days, but a host 
of fun was gotten out of the sport by 
those who entered into it. The late 
Ambrose MoBriety was one of the best 
skaters in those days, and his son 
George was decidedly the most graceful 
ever seen on a frozen surface. If the 
weather was unsually severe, the town 
pond was a favorite resort, but in 
milder weather away baok of California

was a spot known then as The Glades” 
which was patronized. Among the 
skaters was Houston Humphreys, as 
accomplished a young man as ever any 
town produced, He died young, and 
the writer attended his funeral. Speak- 
ing of this young man, reminds me that 
his mother, Mra, Isabella Humphreys, 
was a lady known in every section of 
the town for her broad philanthropic 
views ard her widespread charity. Sne 
was a truly good woman, a ministering 
angel, and a devout Christian, Her 
heart was ever ready to respond to any 
call of amtotion and her purse was often 
lightened of its contents in endeavor- 
ing to afford relief to the needy. God 
help me to ever keep her memory 
green. 

Next week will close my series of 
articles of the long ago. Let us hope 
that at least while they have not been 
penned with that nicety that commands 
attention, they may have created tome 
interest among the readers of _this 
papers” Ga.

SALISBURY BOYS IN BATTLE, 


Mr, Walter Collins Writes of a Rxcent 
Pight with the Filipinos ia which 


he and Edward Bowden 
Participated. 


In a letter received this week by Mr. 
Johu Laws from a Salisbury boy, Mr, 
Walter Collins, who is fighting in the 
Philippines, we quote the following 
which will be of interest to his irienda. 

“This is one of the most beauuful 
countries the sun eyer shines on, every- 
thing is in constant bloom all the year 
round. 

IThaven’s seen Albert since I have 
been over here, but I have teen bis 
name in the Manila papers as Major 
Laws of the 85th Volunteers. 

Say! John you oughtto have been 
with ns in that river three tours 
sorap three weeks ago. It would have 
made you think of your Home, Sweet 
Home—half the 27th regiment and de- 
tachments from six companies of our 
regiment marched up to the mouth of 
the canyonatnight. At day break they 
discovered us and commenced firing 
into us—talk about the gallant six 
hundred riding into the Jaws of Death 
and into the mouth of hell, it ie’nt in it 
We got the command to charge and 
we wentin double time up the river 
bed about 500 yards in water up to our 
waist, then straight up the mountain 
side to their trenches, It wasa sight 
that cannot be described by my pen 
and it had to be seen to be appreciated. 
Well, we took the trenches and drove 
them out but not without loss of life to 
our forces, one of Company A men was 
shot through the head and killed not 
five feet away from me. We counted 
thirty-six niggers wounded and fifty 
four killed, It was counted one of the 
greatest feate of war, taking General 
Germino’s stronghold in the moun- 
tains. Bowden and myself were the 
only ones from Salisbury in that sorap. 

Give my best regards to Mr. Lowe 
and Rich and all my inquiring friends 
and tell them I soon hope to be back 
at the old stand on Dock Street.“

PROMISES TO REVISIT CHICAGO, 


Ow Her Return, She Says, She win 
“Make Souvenirs”—An Amusing Ex- 
perience With a Saloon Keeper 
Who Draped a Figure. 


Chicago, Feb. 14.— Mrs. Carrie Na- 
ton left Chicago for Topeka last night. 
She is under bonds to appear in the 
Kansas capital today for trial in con- 
nection with her operations in that 
city. Before leaving Chicago she an-

“How do you think that he would 
like to see you in this business?” she 
demanded. The saloon keeper replied 
that he was making an honest living.

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THE EVIL OF SILENCE 


Dr. Talmage Pleads For a More 
Demonsirative Religion. 


CASTING OUT THE DUMB SPIRIT. 


The Duty of Christians te Speak Out 
Heartily on the Side of Righteous- 
ness and to Steg With Joyous | 
Hearts God’s Praise. 


Wasnrnotor, Feb. 10.—In this dis- 
course Dr. Talmage calls for a more 
demonstrative kellgion aud a bearty 
speaking out on the right side of every- 
thing; text, Mark ix, 25, “Thou dumb 
and deaf spirit, I charge thee, come out 
of him.” 

Here was a case of great domestic an- 
guish. The son of the household was 
possessed of an evil spirit, which, among 
other things, paralyzed his tongue and 
made him speechless. When the influ- 
ence was on the patient, he could not say 
a word—articulation was impossible. 
The spirit that captured this member of 
the household was a dumb spirit—so 
called by Christ—a spirit abroad today 
aud as lively and potent as in New Testa- 
ment times. Yet in all the realms of 
sermonology I cannot find a discourse 
concerning this dumb deyil which Christ 
charged upon in my text, saying, “Come 
out of him.” 

There has been much destructive super- 
stition abroad in the world concerning 
possession by evil spirits. Under the form 
of belief in witchcraft this delusion swept 
the continents. Persons were supposed 
to be possessed with some evi! spirit, 
which made them able to destroy others. 
In the sixteenth century in Geneva 1,500 
persons were burned to death as witches. 
In one neighborhood of France 1,000 per- 
sons were burned. In two centuries 200,- 
000 persons were slain as witches. So 
mighty was the delusion that it included 
among jts victims some of the greatest 
intellects of all time, such as Chief Jus- 
tice Matthew Hale and Sir Edward Coke, 
and such renowned ministers of religion 
as Cotton Mather, one of whose books, 
Benjamin Franklin said, shaped his life— 
and Richard Baxter, and Archbishop 
Cranmer and Martin Luther; and, among 
writers and philosophers, Lord Bacon. 
That belief, which has become the laugh- 
ing stock of all sensible people, counted 
its disciples among the wisest and best 
people of Sweden, Germany, England, 
France, Spain and New England. But 
while we reject witchcraft, any man who 
believes the Bible must believe that there 
are diabolical agencies abroad in the 
world. While there are ministering spir- 
its to bless there are infernal spirits to 
hinder, to poison and to destroy. Christ 
was speaking to a spiritual existence 
when, standing before the afflicted one of 
the text, he said, “Thou dumb and deaf 
spirit, come out of him.” 


Dumb and Deaf Spirit. 


Against this dumb devil of the text 1 
put you on your guard. Do not think that 
this agent of evil bas put bis blight on 
those who, by omission of the rocal or- 
gans, have had the golden gates of speech 
bolted and barred. Among those who 
have never spoken a word are the most 
gracious and lovely and talented souls 
that were ever incarnated. The chap- 
lains of the asylums for the dumb can 
tell you enchanting stories of those who 
never called the name of father or moth- 
er or child, and many of the most derout 
and prayerful souls will never in this 
world speak the name of God or Christ. 

Many a deaf mute have I seen with the 

angel of intelligence seated at the win- 
dow af the eye, who never came forth 
from the door of the mouth. What a 
miracle of loveliness and knowledge was 
Laura Bridgman of New Hampshire, 
not only without faculty of speech, but 
without hearing and without sight, all 
these faculties removed by sickness when | 
2 years of age, yet, becoming a wonder 
at needlework, at the piano, at the sew- 
ing machine and an intelligent student 
of the Scriptures and confounding pbi- 
losophers, who came from all parts of 
the world to study the phenomenon. 
Thanks to Christianity for what it has 
done for the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the deaf and the dumb. Back in 
the ages they were put to death as hav- 
ing no right with such paucity of equip- 
ment to live, and for centuries they were 
classed among the idiotic and unsafe. 
Bat in the sixteenth century came Pedro 
Ponce, the Spanish monk, and in the 
seventeenth century came Juan Pablo 
Bonet, another Spanish monk, with dac- 
tylology, or the finger alphabet. and 
in our own century we have had John 
Braidwood and Drs. Mitchell and Acker- 
ly and Peet and Gallaudet, who have 
given to uncounted thousands of those | 
whose tongues were forever silent the 
power to spell out on the air by a man- 
wal alphabet their thoughts about tbis 
world and their hopes for the next. We 
rejoice in the brilliant inventions in be- 
half of those who were born dumb. Ors | 
of the most impressive audiences I ever 
addressed was in the far west, ap audi- 
ence of about 600 persons, who had nev- 
er heard a sound or spoken o word, an 
interpreter standing beside me while 1 
addressed them. I congratulated that 
audience on two advantages they had 
over the most of us—the one that they 
escaped hearing a great many disagreea- 
ble things and on the other fact that 
they escaped saying things they were 
sorry for afterward. Yet after all the 
alleviations a shackled tongue is on ap- 
palling limitation, But we nre not this 
morning speaking of congenital mutes, 
We mean those who are born with alt 
the faculties of vocalization and yet have 
been struck by the evil one mentioned in 
the text—the dumb devil to whom Christ 
called, when be sald, “Thou dumb and 
deaf spirit, 1 charge thee, come out of 
him.”

“Well, now,” 
said my friend, “we have in this world 
only half of everything, and do you not 
think that when we hear the last halt 
things may be consistent and that then 
we may find that God was right?”

Will you please to name the 
triumphant deathbeds of infidels and athe- 
ists? How do you account for the fact 
that among the out and out believers in 
Christianity were such persons as Benja- 
min Franklin, Jobn Ruskin, Thomas 
Carlyle, Babington Macaulay, William 
Penn, Walter Scott, Charles Kingsley,

DISORDERS I MADRID. 


Scenes of Violence in Wake of a 
Funeral Procession, 


TROOPS SUPPRESS THE RIOTERS, 


A Band of Students Stone a Convent 
and Are Charged by the Police. 
Effervescence Continues at Barte- 
lona and Granada. 


Madrid, Feb, 14.— As was anticipated, 
the funeral of Don Ramon De Campo- 
amor was attended with serious dis- 
turbances. The weather was beautiful, 
and enormous crowds gathered along 
the route taken by the funeral cor- 
tege, which included the members of 
the academy and the ministers of jus- 
tice and public instruction. Gendarmes 
and mounted guards were stationed at 
strategic points. Considerable disor- 
der marked the progress of the pro- 
cession, but the troops, who were in 
readiness, prevented any very formid- 
able outbreak until the end of the city 
was reached. At that point, however, 
the demonstrators, who included many 
students, raised the cry, “Long live lib- 
erty,” and, having broken up into small 
parties, proceeded to various parts of 
Madrid to renew the demonstration. 
One band of students began to stone a 
convent on Torija street, and the po- 
lice were compelled to charge them. 

In the evening fresh riots took place 
at several points. The gendarmes 
charged with drawn swords, and a 
number were wounded or bruised. 
These were carried into the pharmacies 
and cafes. The demonstrators replied 
to the charges of the gendarmes with 
showers of stones. 

In the Rue Mentera some serious 
stone throwing occurred. Flower pots 
and other missiles were thrown from 
the balconies at policemen, several of 
whom were injured. One boy is sald 
to have been killed. The police were 
obliged to call mounted gendarmes, 
who charged arid dispersed the rioters. 

Altogether some 30 arrests were 
made during the day, Including a mili- 
tary officer, whose arrest resulted in a 
protest by his brother officers, the 
matter being referred to the captain 
general. 

The authorities have warned the 
newspapers that they must abstain 
from criticisms of acts of the royal 
family or the publication of news or 
comments calculated to fan the present 
agitation. 

During the afternoon the ministers 
held an important council, 
dent intention to deal severely with of- 
fenders against public order seems to 
be having a most salutary effect. The 
strong aggressive methods of the civil 
guards early in the evening resulted in 
quiet during the latter part of it, and 
Madrid, just before midnight, was 
calm, the guards having been. almost 
entirely withdrawn. 

Effervescence continues, however, at 
Barcelona and Granada, where the gen- 
darmes have been reinforced. At Mal- 
aga anti-clerical demonstrators stoned 
a newspaper office and a policeman 
was wounded by a revolver shot in 
Toros street. 


OHINESE DECLINE TO DIE. 


Three of the Coñdemned Reject All 
Suicide Methods Proposed. 

Pekin, Feb. 14.—At least three of the 
Chinese to whom Emperor Kwang Su 
sent a choice of methods of suicide, in 
pursuance of the demand of the powers 
for their punishment with death, have 
declined to comply, and the emperor 
has withdrawn his request that they 
should destroy themselves. 

His majesty now telegraphs Prince 
Ching that when he agreed to the 
terms of the joint note the latter only 
required that the punishment should 
fit the crime, and he argues that ff the 
worst of the guilty deserve death the 
others should be punished in other 
ways. 

The foreign envoys, on the contrary, 
Bay that even those who are least 
guilty deserve death, and, as there is 
no worse punishment, all must suffer 
the same penalty, although if China 
should desire to make distinctions re- 
garding the crimes she can sentence 
the worst either to quartering or to 
some other forms of Chinese execution. 

Unless the court changes ita views no 
immediate settlement is possible. 


Indiana's Remarkable on Field. 

Hartford City, Ind., Feb, 13.—Never 
in the history of the Indiana oil field 
has there been such excitement. Al- 
ready the prices of everything in the 
little village of Dundee, nine miles 
northwest of this city, have advanced 
to a price that startles the prospectors. 
Monday it was only a speck on the 
map; today it is apparently the cen- 
ter of the most wonderful oll field in 
the United States. It is the opinion of 
some oll men that it will prove the 
most valuable in the world's history of 
oll operations. 


Reeralting the New Army. 

Washington, Feb. 14.—According to 
the present plans of the war depart- 
ment the army Is to be recruited to Its 
full authorized strength of 100,000 men. 
The regular army now consists of 67,- 
000, including the troopa in the Phil- 
tppines, so that the new enlistments 
are limited to about 33,000 men. It 
fe realized by the officials that it will 
take a long time to secure so many 
men, but the full machinery of the 
army is being exerted ln that direction, 
with gratifying results. Over 400 re- 
cruite were obtained last week. 


Accepted a Philippines Judgeship, 
San Juan, Porto Rico,, Feb. 14—Mr. 
A. F. Odelin, acting attorney general 
has received a dispatch from Mr.

Physical Exercise in the Schools How 


Prof. Charles S. Richardson, Direc- 
tor of physical culture at the Maryland 
Agricultural College, in resporse to a 
number of inquiries from teachers 
throughout the state relative to the 


how good resulta may be accomplished 
in this work without the use of dumb- 
belle or any other apparatus whatever’ 
Prof. Richardeon says: 

“There is absolutely no excuse for 
the stoop shoulders and narrow chests 


systematic exer- 
cise each day would correct all slight 
physical defects and lay the foundation 
for robust mabhood and womanhood. 
By neglecting the bodpof the growing 
child we render almost impogeirle that 
physical symmetry and perfection 
which should mark the development of 
maturity. More than this and far 
more important, the healthful develop: 
ment of muscle and increase of lung 
capacity (which are the natural) se- 
quences of systematic exercise) render 
the body lees susceptible to disease and 
save many aches and pains which oft- 
times unnecessarily affect humanity. 
And, again, upon the veracious basis 
of the old maxim, ‘A sound mind anda 
sound body,’ good physical exercise on 
the part of echool children makes them 
more capable in the mental work re- 
quired of them in the schoolroom. Out- 
door sports, such as hide-and seek, ball, 
tops, marbles, etc., are all well enough 
for fresh air and general recreation, 
but they utterly fail to produce à good 
physique or healthful development of 
the body. Indeed it may be said that 
some of the outdoor sports indulged in 
by children are really injurious, as an 
example of which may be mentioned 
excessive rope jumping, and also those 
games which require or allow sitting 
or lying on damp ground, 

“Physical culture is a distinctive 
branch —xeally a lesser science -A mod- 
ifed and refined recrudescence of the 
old Grecian and Roman athletics, which 
produced such magnificent manhood. 

“But the question is ‘How can phyei- 
cal culture be taught in our country 
schools without the usual apparatus?’ 

„In the first place we believe that 
any teacher who really trys can, by 
tome means or other, provide each pu 
pil with a pair of wooden dumb bells. 
By means of these the simple free 
movement explained herein can be sup- 
plemented with good effect. But the 
following exercises are to be taken 
without any appliances whatever. 

POSITION. 

»The pupils should take their posi- 
tions in the aisles of the school room, 
or in the corridor if there should be 
one of ample size in the building, or 
in good weather on the playground, 
the pupils standing at least three 
inches apart. 

“Correct standing position: Body 
erect, head up, shoulders held back, 
Chest out, hips held back, heels togesh- 
or, with feet at angle of 60 degrees, 
arms hanging c ose to side, hands open 
aud palms next to body.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Civil Goverament. 


There are some new ideas fur teachers 
to use in illustrating the science of 
civil government to be found in the 
management and direction of the Elli 
cott City public schools, where æ 
“school state“ has been organized and 
put in successful operation by the 
teachers of the schools, 

The state has a govenor, secretary of 
state, treasurer, a general assembly 
which ho ds frequent extra sessions, a 
circuit court, an attorney-general, two 
state's attorneys, a sheriff, coard of 
health and a court olerk. All but the 
clerk and secretary of state are elected 
by popular vote of the schools, the 
govenor appointing these with the ad 
vice and consent of the senate. The 
assembly elects the treasurer. 

Good standing is required of all offi- 
cers both in scholarship and deport- 
ment, at least 90 per cent in studies 
and 100 per cent in deportment being 
required to put a candidate on the eli- 
gible list. A board of publio works is 
made up of the governor, secretary of 
state, treasurer, president of the senate 
and attorney general. The Constitu- 
tion of Maryland is the Jaw of the land 
in all cases not covered by the consti- 
tution of the school state, 

A Maryland Manual was furnished 
the schools by Senator William B. 
Peter. Its rules of the General Assemb- 
ly of Maryland have been adopted for 
the school state so fay as they will ap- 
ply. 

The principal of the school consti- 
tutes a court of appeads, having ap- 
pellate jurisdiction over all cases and 
original jurisdiction in some peculiar 
cases. Affairs of the school room are 
still mauaged exclusively by the teach- 
ers, but outside affaire, on the grounds 
and in the hallways and vestibules, 
are looked after by the officers of the 
school state, 

Four boys were arraigned in court 
the other day for an infractian of the 
law by d sturbing the peace. They had 
got in a mixup over their coats in the 
hallway and had fallen all ina heap, 
like football playere, on the floor. There 
Was à great noisa that disturbed the 
whole school, A vigilant police officer 
hustled the offenders into court, where 
two of them promptly entered a plea of 
guilty and were punished by being de- 
prived of four recesses, The other two 
boys stood trial, and being found guil 
ty, got six recesses taken away from 
them. 

The plan of the school state is the 
work of the principal of the school, Mr. 
J. Montgomery Gambrill, The motto 
of the state is a quotation from Spencer 
declaring the object to be to produce 
a self-governing being, not a being to 
be governed by others. In carrying 
out his projeot Mr. Gambrill has adopt- 
ei other plans in such work to con- 
form strictly to the American idea of 
what is practical. 

The system has worked surprisingly 
well, having stimulated the liveliest 
kind of interest among the pupils, In 
the court trials only two cases have 
been appealed, There ure six judges, 
who pass upon all cases, acting as jur- 
ors as well as judges.

THE LONG AGO. 


a Serles of Papers on. Salisbury 
Thirty Years Ago, 

The Main street of Salisbury has wid 
ened out very considerably since 1870. 
Then it was narrow and rather forbid 
ding in appearance Where the News 
office stands, was the store room of 
Rider & Williams, with law offices 
above; then came James Ball’s barber 
shop, Moore Bros.“ clothing store, Dr. 
Marion Slemons'“ office, Dr. Collier's 
drug store, Tom Seabreeze’s general 
store, and James Cannon's shoe estab- 
lishment, with his right-hand man, 
Gus Fields, behind the counter. And 
Gus was a devout Episcopalian; indeed, 
at one time I thought he was contem- 
plating entering the ministry. Start- 
ing at Divisiun and Main streets on the 
opposite side was the law office of T, F. 
J. Rider, then McBriety’s tin shop with 
photograph gallery above; Horner's 
bakery and ice cream saloon; Mr. 
Downjng's residence, Dr. Bell’s dental 
parlors, (the coolest place in town in 
summer and the warmest in winter,) 
W. H. Cathell's cigar and tobacco store, 
with Mrs. Charlotte Gunby's residence 
above; Mr. Hearn's home and the 
Misses MaocGill’s millinery beneath, 
and the late A G. Toadvfhe’s general 
store. Then came the Fish residence, 
Henry Brewington's hat store; H. 8. 
Brewington’s tin establishment, some 
minor buildings, and perched up high 
was. Cooper & Holland's law | office, 
Just below it was Bradley's hotel. Mr. 
White's residence on the opposite side 
ocmmanded an imposing position and 
was a bright, cheerful building, while 
up the street stood the home of the 
elder Captain Hooper. He had two 
sons, Captain John and Tom, and two 
daughters. There never lived a better 
boy than Tom Hooper. He was an 
ideal young gentleman, and died in 
youth. Capt. John was a robust spec- 
imen of manhood, and is now dead. 
Next door to this house was Col. Lem- 
wel Malone's law office and printing 
house, then came one or two atores, 
until Birckhead’s was reached. At 
that time this establishment was the 
Wanamaker tore of the shore. Char- 
lie, the son, and successor of his worthy 
father, was always a friend of mine 
and today I number him among those 
very near to me. He was an honora- 
ble, conscientious boy and has lived up 
to the reputation heestablished in his 
youth. Then comes Woodoock’s store, 
(a break now in my memory) and I 
come to the store of John White. I 
glance across the street and see an im- 

ing building, Its sign reads L. W. 
Gunby, Hardware, Machinery, Stoves, 
Ko.“ There is one of Salisbury’s sterl- 
ing men—Lou Gunby. I remember 
him asa youth—a clean," bright boy, 
| affable and genial in his manners, con- 
vincing in argument and a thinker. To 
talk with him now, the stranger is 
struck with one peculiarity and that is 
a pronownced Scotch accent in his 
words, Now, we know there is noth- 
ing of "fair Scotia’’ in his make-up, 
and after due thought you will agree 
with me that the aecent is no accent at 
all, merely an emphasis on every word 
uttered, It is the result of deliberation 
and thought before speaking. If Mr. 
Gunby was not a firstolass business 
man, he would make a flne elocution 
ist. Seated at the desk in the cashier's 
office is a printer, (and he wasa good 
one)—Ned Gunby. A chum of mine 
when he worked at the “case” and 
heard the merry click of the type as it 
dropped into our stioks. Grand old 
Ned - not old either, thank you! A wit, 
whose shafts never left a sting. A man 
honorable to the core, and as generous 
as the world would wish to see a man. 
May the dividing line in the century of 
his life be as bright now as it was thir- 
ty years ago.

scanning each building, each face, each 
object, looking for familiar signs, but 
few I see.: The town has changed, the 
people have changed, and even its topo- 
graphy. Here and there a gray-whisk 
ered man comes Along in whose feat-

It was that of James 
Truitt, the clerk of the court, Thesame 
old fellow. Bright, agreeable and win- 


ning, A vote-maker in a political 
sense, and withal & man whom the 
county should be proud of. I have 


measured out five grains of quinine or 
a nickel’s worth of paragorio in the old 
store, so ably presided over by his hon- 
ored father, the late Rafus K. Truitt, 
He has laughed at the escapades of his 
brother George (once Jake“) and my- 
self, for we bore the unenviable Tepu- 
tation of being the two “worst devils in 
town.”

We 
knew itafterward, however, t our sor 
row, With this letter I will close my 
series. Have they entertained you? I 
hope so, My best boyhood days were 
spent in your town, I love your people, 
and I have always claimed old Salis 
bury as my home, I will always dë 
fend its reputation and the fair name 
of its people.

ANOTHER GOOD SUGGESTION FROM 
HADDAWAY. 


Advocates The Propagation of Sturgeoa 
la The Rivers Of The Eastern Shore. 


The increasing scafeity of the sturg 
eon in our rivera and the remarkable 
rise in the market value of this biz fish, 
causes the Easton Ledgers to suggest 
that our Fish Commissioner propagate 
the Fish for the Choptaak as shad and 
other fish now are. The Ledger says: 

The propagation of sturgeon is a mat- 
ter which has been agitated not a little 
for the past two or three years on the 
Delaware and with many of the fisher- 
men and firms who have large interesté 
at stake the necessity of artificial hatch- 
ing is considered imperative, if the 
sturgeon fishing industry is to again 
prove profitable. Until about five years 
ago sturgeon fishing if the Delaware 
bay was profitable, and many thousand 
dollara were invested in the necessary 
paraphernalia for fishing, but the atur- 
geon have been fast disappearing until 
last year, when the businees proved a 
failure, and many of the fishermen lost 
money. The success a tending the pro- 
pagation of shad in the Delaware has 
inspired the effort to hatch sturgeon, 
and a bill has been introduced in the 
Delaware Legislature for the purpose 
of securing a State appropriation with 
which to establish a sturgeon propagat- 
ing plant, with the hope of reviving 
this once valuable business, which gives 
employment to hundreds of men. 

The Choptank river, that is, the 
lower part of it, is fine sturgeon water, 
and while sturgeon fisheries have not 
been established there fine specimens 
are frequently obtained in the nets and 
seines used in catching other fish. The 
obstacle in the way of enterprising 
people who are in the fishery business 
for shai, trout, rock, taylors and other 
fish, in providing the sturgeon fishing 
outfit and establishing sturgeon fisher 
ies on the Choptank is the close season 
when all fishing is prohibited, and 
which is the sturgeon season. 

With the proper fish law, attention 
would be given to the development of 
the business, and there is no reason 
why Choptank sturgeon fishing should 
not be as profitable and as extensive as 
the same business is on the Nanticoke, 
at least. There w plenty of capital and 
muscle ready to take it upas soon as 
the time of the sturgeon run is made 
an open season. 

As the State has a Department of 
Fisheries with a special commissioner 
forthe Eastern Shore, it would be 
reasonable to ask that the propagation 
of sturgeon be studied and experimen- 
ted with. There is big :aoney in -etur- 
geop fishing. There is a market all 
oyer the world for caviare, made from 
sturgeon roe, and it brings a high price. 
The flesh is canned and goes into the 
market in competing with or es a sub- 
stitute for salmon, It is a much cheap- 
er product than salwon, but it is a fine 
fond and is much favored by those who 
cannot afford, or do not care to pay 
canned salmon prices. 

The Ledger desires to call the atten- 
tion of Fish Commissioner Clarence L. 
Vincent to sturgeon propagation, and 
aleo to Legislation that will give an 
open season on the Choptank during 
the time of the run of the sturgeon. 
Our people ought not to lose any lon, 
ger the money that can be earned 
brought into the county by esta 
Choptank sturgeries. Sturgeon 
ing between two and three hun 
pounds have been caught in the Chop- 
tank and aleo in Chester river. 

Commissoner Vincent has taken 
hold ofthe work ofhis department 
with an ardor and intelligence that 
promises much good service to the 
State. There isno department of the 
State goverment of more practical im- 


ce than the Commissioners of 
eries.

Their 
pelts are valuable, their meat sweet 
and juicy, but probably most import- 
ant of all the goat tends to reclaim land 
practically a waste by weeding out the 
dense overgrowth. Lands regarded as 
useless become tillable after the goats 
are allowed to roam over them several 
years.

Washington, Feb. 21— The house fl- 
nally passed the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill yesterday and entered 
upon consideration of the general de- 
ficlency—the last of the general ap- 
propriation bills. Mr. Lentz, an Ohio 
Democrat, who in this and the previous 
congress has violently attacked the ad- 
ministration, furnished the sensation 
of the day. He used a newspaper par- 
agraph recounting the death of a fed- 
eral judge in New Mexico who had 
been a member of the legislature 
which elected Senator Hanna as a text 
for charging corruption in that elec- 
tion. This called forth a rebuke from 
Mr, Cannon, who declared that brave 
men fought the living and only ghouls 
| ravished the tombs of the dead. Gen. 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, attempted to reply 
and the two Ohloans were anxious for 
the fray, but Mr. Cannon would not 
permit it. He thought if dirty linen“ 
was to be washed the gentlemen 
should hire a hall, 

Later Mr. Lentz made a second on- 
siaught of a more sensational char- 
acter and brought down upon himself 
the whole Republican side of the house. 
In some remarks about a pafagraph in 
the bill for payments for the appre- 
hension of deserters Mr. Lentz made 
the startling charge that soldiers in

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Ondahy Behind the Bars, 
IDENTIFIED BY THREE PERSONS. 


Young Cudahy Declares Positively 
That Callahan, the Man Under Ar- 
rest, Was the Man Who Guarded 
Him—Prisoner Denies Complicity. 


Omaha, Feb. 20.—The police have 
under arrest James Callahan, charged 
with complicity in the abduction of 
Edward Cudahy, Jr., on the night of 
Dec. 18, Callahan was arrested last 
Saturday, but the police kept it a secret 
until yesterday in the hope of securing 
other arrests. Young Cudahy has pos- 
itively identified him as the man who 
accosted him near the Cudahy resi- 
dence and represented himself to be a 
sheriff from an adjoining county and 
forced him into a buggy, and also as 
the man who kept guard over him at 
the Melrose Hill house during the 30 
hours he was kept prisoner, pending 
the négotiations for the ransom of 
$25,000 which Mr. Cudahy paid for the 
return of the boy. Daniel H. Burris, 
who sold a horse and buggy to two 
men who are supposed to have used it 
to procure the abduction, also identi- 
fled Callahan as one of the men with 
whom he made the deal. Marie Lar- 
sen, a servant in the employ of J, N. 
H. Patrick, of whom the kidnapers 
rented a house, was the third person 
to identify Callahan, and says he is 
the man who paid a month’s rent in 
advance for a cottage in Happy Hol- 
low, which the bandits abondoned tWo 
weeks before the abduction, fearing 
discovery. 

Callahan denies absolutely that he 
had anything to do with the kidnaping, 
but admits that he was a close friend 
of Crowe. He says he can prove an 
alibi, and states that during the time 
which it is claimed he spent guarding 
young Cudahy he was at the home of 
his sister, a Mrs. Kelly, living at Pop- 
pleton avenue and Fifty-third street, 
which is a short distance from the Mel- 
rose Hill house, 

Mrs, Kelly was asked last night con- 
cerning the whereabouts of Callahan 
at the time of the abduction and said 
the day following the deed he was at 
her home, but acknowledged that she 
does not know his whereabouts the 
night before. 

Last night the police secured infor- 
mation which they expect to lead to the 
arrest of another man connected with 
the crime. He is a coachman of a fam- 
ily friend of Mr. Cudahy, and it fa 
claimed he has been acting very queer- 
ly im the matter ever since the kidnap- 
ing. The coachman is not suspected as 
being one of the principals. His son 
is the man really wanted, and the elder 
man is expected to tell of his son's 
actions at the time of the stealing of 
the boy. The coachman's son, Chief 
of Police Donahue says, fits minutely 
the description of man No. 3, and is 
now the object of the search. 

Callahan is 38 years of age and has 
lived in Omaha for several years. He 
has been employed in the packing 
house of the Cudahy Packing company 
at South Omaha up to three months 
ago. He has not been employed for 
some time, but the police claim he has 
been spending money freely and taking 
life easy. In 1893 he was given a five 
year penitentiary sentence for highway 
robbery, but after serving 18 montha 
was paroled. Six months later he was 
convicted of stealing and sent back to 
serve the remainder of the sentence. 


A BROTHER'S PLOT FAILS, 


Tried to Have His Wealty Sister 
Declared a Lunatic. 

Scranton, Pa., Feb, 20.—In the lun- 
acy proceedings brought against Miss 
Jennie Howell, of this city, by her 
brother, Franklin Howell, the referee 
directed the jury to return a verdict 
that Miss Howell was of a perfect and 
absolutely sound mental condition, 
Franklin Howell and his sister, Jennie, 
were heirs equally to the estate of 
their father, Daniel Howell, who left 
$600,000. Through unlucky specula- 
tion Franklin lost his entire fortune 
and had to d@pend on his sister for 
many years. Miss Howell has not 
been strong physically and her brother 
managed her estate for her. During 
the past summer, while at Atlantic 
City, she met Edward B. Dean, of 
Hackensack, N. J. He was a widower 
of nearly 60 years. He proposed to 
Miss Howell and was accepted. Upon 
the announcement of the engagement 
her brother sought to prove that she 
Was o lunatic and had been unduly in- 
fluenced by Mr. Dean, Miss Howell 
testified that her brother had wrong- 
fully used her money and was trying 
to prevent her marriage to further his 
own ends. The brother and sister are 
how bitterly estranged. 

The HMay-Pauncetote Treaty. 

Washington, Feb. 21.—Ambagsador 
Choate has cabled the state department 
& brief outline of the interview be- 
tween himself and Lord Lansdowne re- 
specting the pending Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. The text of the communication 
is withheM, but it is admitted that it 
goes to conlirm the press reports al- 
ready printed and, while Lord Lans- 
downe’s response did not indicate ex- 
actly when an answer might be ex- 
pected from the British government, 
or the character of that answer, the 
hope iè entertained that the British 
government before the expiration of 
the date allowed for the exchange of 
ratifications of the treaty, March 4, 
will take action, either directly upon 
the senate amendments themselves, or 
in the direction of extending the time 
limit, so as to continue the pendency 
of the treaty.

The 
manufacturer in substituting wood 
alcohol, at a cost of from 75 to 80 cents 
per gallon, thus enormously increases 
his profits, 

The discovery that the use of wood 
aloohol causes total blindness has 
aroused the medical profession and the 
inquiry set on foot to discover who 
was responsible for using the cheap 
adulterant in the ginger led to piling 


up proof against two firms of Balti- 


more. It is said that the investigators 
have secured, uuder legal advice, the 
kind of proof that will be accepted. by 
Judge and jury.
